Had decidedly t>ro-German 
attitude during xime he served as MA to Vichy* In 1946, the 
French 2 e bureau described him as, "a man without character, an 
opportunist, immoral and dirty". Although this description was 
no doubt somewhat colored by the Bureau's anti-German feelings, 
the fact is that serious Rumanian circles in Paris find the 
description an apt one even today. TOMOROVEANU Joined the 
Rumanian resistance in Paris in order to refurbish his reputation. 
In 1945 he joined the editorial staff of a French language paper 
called a ,RQjaqu&to , published in Paris by Cqstel
